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Bardelli 
won't return 
voluntarily

Lompoc liquor store owner Philip 
Joseph Bardelli, 32, reportedly has 
refused to waive extradition from Las 
Vegas, Nev., to answer charges that he 
solicited the murder of a Lompoc 
policeman and two others. 
Bardelli was arrested Sunday in Las 
Vegas on a warrant charging that he 
sought a hit man to murder 
the 
policeman, a rival liquor store owner 
and an 18-year-old youth who cooperated 
with police in an operation involving the 
purchase of alcoholic beverage. A clerk 
in Bardelli’s store, Elsey’s Liquors, 401 
W. Ocean Ave., was eventually cited for 
selling liquor to a minor. 
Bardelli and his partner, Shirley 
Tapkin of Santa Maria, filed a claim for 
$250,000 against the City of Lompoc and 
Police Chief J.D. Smith charging harras- 
sment. The City Council subsequently 
denied the claim and turned it over to an 
insurance carrier. A statement in a story 
yesterday that the two plaintiffs had also 
filed a lawsuit in the matter, was in er­ 
ror. 
Today, Smith said Bardelli had thus 
far refused to waive extradition and that 
formal extradition proceedings would 
begin shortly. Dep. Dist. Atty. Pat 
McKinley, who handles extradition 
proceedings for the district attorney said 
the action could take as much as 60 days 
to complete, although it could be com­ 
pleted in much less time than that. 
McKinley said Bardelli could waive 
extradition, in which case officers would 
return the man to Lompoc in a couple of 
days to face arraignment in Lompoc 
Justice Court, or he could refuse to 
waive and set other steps in motion. For 
example, Bardelli could post bail at 
whatever level a magistrate sets it in 
Las Vegas, in which case he could come 
back to Lompoc on his own or he could 
stay in Las Vegas and continue to fight 
extradition. 
Smith said he has been informed that 
Bardelli has refused to waive and that he 
has also refused to make statements on 
the charges pending against him in Lom­ 
poc. 
The case broke yesterday with an an­ 
nouncement by Smith that Bardelli had 
been arrested on charges of conspiracy 
and of soliciting to commit a crime. 
Smith said the crime involved the threat 
to the three persons who have been iden­ 
tified in Lompoc. 
Reports reveal that Bardelli allegedly 
asked a Lompoc mechanic, who came 
into his store on West Ocean Avenue, for 
assistance in fathering information on 
the three intended victims. 
Smith said Monday that some 
precautionary steps had been taken in 
Lompoc, to protect the three intended 
victims. Details of the protection were 
withheld. 


Levi outlines U.S. 
phone taps, buggings 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Attorney 
General Edward H. Levi said today the 
federal government conducted 806 
telephone taps and microphone buggings 
in national security-related cases 
without court warrants between 1969 and 
1974. 
The report by Levi was made public by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., only 
one day after a U.S. Appeals Court ruled 
that the government must obtain court 
permission to wiretap domestic groups 
— even in national security-related 
cases. 
„ 
The report said there were 656 
wiretaps and 150 buggings conducted 
without court warrants in national 
security cases during the six-year 
period. But it did not indicate how many 
were pointed at domestic groups and 
might have fallen under the appeals 
court ruling. 
Kennedy, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary subcom m ittee on ad­ 
ministrative practice and procedure, re­ 
quested the report from Levi and im­ 
mediately made it public. 
Kennedy, who has introduced legisla­ 
tion to set up added safeguard against 
misuse of so-called “warrantless” sur­ 
veillance, also announced he is planning 
additional hearings and that Levi has 
agreed to testify. 


The report cited 113 wiretaps and 14 
microphones in 1969 ; 90 wiretaps and 19 
microphones in 1970; 87 wiretaps and 16 
microphones in 1971; 102 wiretaps and 31 
microphones in 1972; 116 wiretaps and 38 
microphones in 1973, and 148 wiretaps 
and 32 microphones in 1974.

FCI tower duty: 
guards in solitary

Speaking in practicalities, there is 
hardly a difference between a prison in­ 
mate lounging in his cell and a guard 
perched in a gun tower: either way a 
man spends many hours daily confined in 
a small space, alone. 
Maybe that is why no correctional of­ 
ficer (CO) at the Federal Correctional 
Institution, Lompoc, serves more than 
three months a year watching over life 
from a lonely tower, and without the 
benefit of a magazine or a radio to help 
pass the time. 
Even prisoners are allowed such es­ 
sentials. 
“I don’t mind it; I realize I’m not go­ 
ing to be here permanently," CO 
Richard Kent remarked during an inter­ 
view recently, high above in tower 
Number one. 
This quarter, Ken works days from 
7:45 a.m. to 3:45 p.m., putting in two 
days in tower one, one day in tower two 
and two days inside the institution 
overseeing the honor inmates in B unit. 
The retired Air Force enlisted man 
doesn’t know what his next assignment 
will be. He could find himself working 
the main prison corridor, supervising 
work details or running a cell unit. 
That’s the way job duties are handled 
here for the 156 correctional officers, all 
members of the American Federal 
Government Employes Local 3048. The 
men work under a rotation system that 
covers many jobs, tower guard duty be­ 
ing one of them. 
“Some officers like tower duty,” Kent 
continued. “I don’t know why. Perhaps it 
is more relaxing for them, not all that 
hussle and bustle of controlling 
residents.” 
The first written rule for a CO in the 
tower reads: “Your primary respon­ 
sibility on duty in an armed guard tower 
is the security of the institution by our 
alertness, observation, and deligence in 
performance of your duties.” So this 
writer was not surprised that FCI of­ 
ficials dispatched another CO. T.C. 
Young, to do the watching as Kent was 
interviewed. 
It was Young, however, who turned at 
one point and said, “Our chief rule is 
never to let an inmate out if he has a 
hostage, even if it is the warden. The 
reason for that is all prison employes 
would be fair game. 
“If they know a hostage is not going to 
get them out of here, then they are not 
going to try it.” 
There are five gun towers at FCI; but 
tower number 
five is used only part- 
time. It commands a high view of the 
recreation yard and is manned when in­ 
mates are allowed in that area 


Ford to veto middle 


income housing bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford intends to veto the $1.35 billion mid­ 
dle income housing bill, a White House 
spokesman said today. 
House Speaker Carl Albert said today 
he did not think the Democratic- 
controlled Congress could override the 
veto. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen said the veto message would be sent 
to Congress later today and Housing 
Secretary Carla A. Rills would explain 
Ford’s reasons for taking the action at 
the same time. 
Albert said a House vote to override a 
veto still was scheduled for Wednesday, 
but it “cannot be overridden.” House 
Republican Leader John Rhodes, Ariz., 
agreed, saying the veto would be 
sustained. 
Rhodes said he understood Ford would 
propose his own program to stimulate 
housing by making more funds available 
to the Government National Mortgage 
Association to buy mortgages from sav­ 
ings and loan institutions, permitting 
them to make new mortgage loans. 
Ford also will announce a plan under 
which the government would underwrite 
loans to homeowners facing foreclosure, 


Rhodes said. 
Albert criticized Ford, saying, It's a 
jobs bill, and the President is building 
the most monumental record of antijobs 
vetoes in the history of the Congress ” 
Today was the deadline for Ford to act 
on the measure. 
Democrats are pessimistic about their 
chances of overriding a veto. The show­ 
down could come Wednesday. 
The measure would provide buyers of 
new or existing homes a subsidized 7 per 
cent mortgage or a 6 per cent mortgage 
which would rise to the going market 
rate in six years, or a $1,000 cash grant to 
help with the downpayment. 
In addition, it would offer loans of $250 
a month for 24 months for unemployed 
h o m eo w n ers who had re c e iv e d 
foreclosure notices. 
Despite recent improvement in home 
building activity, construction unions 
and the influential National Association 
of Home Builders have campaigned hard 
for the bill’s approval. Labor says it 
would create work for 400,000 men. 
House Speaker Carl Albert, in an ap­ 
parent rebuff to the Democratic Whip, 
Rep John McFall, Calif., who was sit­ 
ting next to him, told reporters Monday 


he was taking personal command of the 
effort to override the veto 
He scheduled the override vote for 
Wednesday, but Albert indicated the vote 
might be postponed if a head count shows 
the Democrats lacked the votes to suc­ 
ceed 
Rep Henry Reuss, D-Wis., chairman 
of the Banking Committee, which han­ 
dles housing bills, said the Democrats 
have only “an outside fighting chance’’ 
of winning. 
The bill passed the Senate 72-24, but its 
253-155 approval in the House was short 
of the two-thirds majority required to 
enact a bill over a president’s objections. 
Ford, in victories which sustained his 
clout with Republican conservatives, has 
won recent veto fights over a $5.3 billion 
bill to create work for 900,000 un­ 
employed persons and a bill to regulate 
strip mining 
The housing measure was a key piece 
in the D em ocratic anti-recession 
program The interest subsidies were to 
be made available to 200,000 home 
buyers whose income did not exceed the 
average for their communities by $20,000 
and whose houses did not sell for more 
than $38,000. 


Tower one overlooks the prison’s front 
sally port; tower two covers the west 
perimeter, including the rec yard; tower 
three covers the rear sally port where 
commercial traffic enters and departs; 
and tower four overlooks the east 
perimeter. 
According to Kent, tower one carries 
the biggest responsibilities for a CO and 
demands his best attention. During 
visiting days, which is everyday except 
Tuesday and Wednesday, there can be a 
confusion of traffic, which people 
wanting to enter ami leave the glas­ 
shouse sally port to get in or out of the in­ 
stitution and visitors driving up to the 
roadside speaker, requesting permission 
to park their cars and walk to the glas­ 
shouse passage. 
In addition, the CO must continue 
observing the perimeter of the two 13 
feet high cyclone fences between the 
tower and the institution and he must 
answer calls from the FCI telephone and 
respond to intercom messages frora the 
other towers and the control center in­ 
side the prison. 
First priority, under hectic circum­ 
stances, goes to the glasshouse. 
Visitors are asked twice if they have 
contraband on their person before they 
enter the institution. Once is at the road­ 
side 
speaker where Kent may get a 
variety of answers — from a facetious 
yes to an order for a Jack-in-the-Box 
hamburger. 
The second time the visitor is standing 
in the locked glasshouse and here ques­ 
tions must be seriously taken because, 
once inside the institution, visitors are 
subject to search and, if contraband is 
discovered, arrest. 
Contraband includes guns, knives, 
alcohol, and drugs, for example. 
The U.S. Army built (circa 1947) 
towers themselves are like little fortres­ 
ses and each CO has enough arms on 
hand to fight off an army battalion. The 
number and description of the weapons 
and munitions is not available for public 
knowledge. 
A man can not live by weapons alone, 
so each tower is equipped with a com­ 
mode and a drinking fountain up top. For 
food, the CO must bag it; many COs br­ 
ing along their own coffee percolaters. 
FCI has never experienced an outside 
assault to date; escape attempts over 
the cyclone fences are not so rare. 
Tower one will soon fall, report prison 
officials, and the remaining towers will 
go some time later. For the funds have 
been secured, the plans drawn and the 
preliminary markings made for a new 
and bigger tower one that will have 
enough room in the base for an armory. 
Right now FCI bulk arms are spread 
among all the towers and officials would 
like to consolidate the stock. 


Underworld figure verifies 
CIA scheme to kill Castros 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - John Roselli, 
a reputed Chicago underworld figure 
since the days of Ai Capone, today sup­ 
plied a Senate investigation with details 
of an alleged CIA attempt to assassinate 
Cuban Fidel Castro in the early 1960s. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman 
of the Senate Select Committee on Intel­ 
ligence investigating the Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency, said after nearly three 
hours of closed testimony under tight 
security restrictions: 
“The testimony filled in, in much 
greater detail, the plot and did not depart 
from what has been published in the 
press.” 
Church declined to discuss the sub­ 
stance of Roselli’s testimony, citing the 
committee’s secrecy rule. But he did 
state explicitly that Roselli had a “con­ 
nection with the CIA.” 
Church further emphasized that Rosel­ 
li’s testimony followed the general out­ 
line of news accounts which have stated 
that Roselli, and San Giancana, were 
moved to Miami in 1961 to oversee and 
execute a plot to poison Castro, his 
brother Raul and Che Guevara with 
slow-acting compound. 
Giancana was killed gangland style 
last week in Chicago. Roselli was offered 
special protection following the murder, 
but Church said Monday that he did not 
accept the offer. 
Church has complained his committee 
has not been given all the material it 
needs from the White House, especially 
secret minutes of National Security 


Council meetings in the late 1950s and 
early 1960s. But presidential Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said today the en­ 
tire secret file on alleged CIA assassina­ 
tion plots has been made available to 
Senate investigators. 
“ As far as the White House is con­ 
cerned we don’t know of any breach in 
relationship with the Church commit­ 
tee.” Nessen said. “The White House 
would hope if he has a complaint, he 
would communicate with the White 
House He has not ” 


Accompanied by two attorneys, Rosel­ 
li was guided through a back door into 
the heavily guarded room being used by 
the special Senate committee looking 
into the Central Intelligence Agency. A 
committee spokesman said that security 
regulations for Roselli precluded the tak­ 
ing of photographs.

MEXICO CITY (UPI) - Men need 
liberation as much as women, says 
Swedish Prime Minister Olof Palme. 
“A changed role for women requires a 
changed role for men,” Palme told the 
United Nations’ International Women’s 
Year conference Monday. 
“Men have assumed the responsibility 
for providing the family’s support,” 
Palme said. “They have had occupations 
which often entail great health risks and 
physical strain. They have had much 
too little time for contact with their 
children. 
“Thus we also speak of the liberation 
of men in Sweden,” he said. 
Palme told the conference’s 1.000 


delegates that women's liberation in 
Sweden is “far from complete.” 
He said adequate child care was essen­ 
tial for achieving the “emancipation of 
women and liberation of men. and to al­ 
low more room for the needs of 
children.” 
Palme also said industrialized nations 
must support “the development efforts 
of the poor countries themselves, and 
development toward equality and justice 
in the world. 
“This must not prevent us from work­ 
ing in our own countries for social 
progress and concentrated efforts to en­ 
sure men and women equal rights,” he 
added

The Board of Supervisors unanimously 
approved proposals to have a County 
Task Force set up to evaluate the en­ 
vironmental impact of full oil and gas 
development of the Outer Continental 
Shelf of the Santa Barbara Channel. 
At the same time, it voted to request 
the Interior Department to delay public 
hearings set for July 14-16 in Santa Bar­ 
bara on the three-volume Environmental 
Impact Study drawn up by the U.S. 
Geological Survey on impacts of an all- 
out drilling program that could result in 
up to 21 more platforms and five more 
onshore processing plants on the 
county’s South Coast 
The Federal Government will be asked 
to delay the hearings — set for the 
Lobero Theatre — for 60 days to allow 
the county to marshal a suitable 
response to contentions of the Govern­ 
ment that no serious adverse en­ 
vironmental impact would occur 
County 
Environmental Coordinator 
Albert F Reynolds, calling on the super­ 
visors to provide directions for staff to 
take, pulled no punches in rapping the 
Federal EIS. 
He said “absurd” findings in the huge 
report needed challenging and answer­ 
ing. 
He asked for and received assurance 
— on the bases of a motion by Supervisor 
James M. Slater - that all affected 
county deparments work with the En­ 
vironmental Quality Office to come up 


with a full evaluation and response to the 
Federal Government’s document 
Moreover, Slater’s motion called on 
the County Counsel George Kading to 
take steps independently or with “any 
other agency” such as the city of Santa 
Barbara to bring injunction proceedings 
to halt the hearing if the Federal 
authorities refuse the request for con­ 
tinuance 
“We may need to take legal action,” 
observed Kading “ We’ve halted these 
hearings before 
The board told Reynolds he could also 
call on "qualified people’ outside county 
government to assist with the appraisal, 
but hinted the county couldn’t afford to 
pay high-priced consultantas. 
The delay requested in the public hear­ 
ings was in line with a request by 
Francis Sarguis, president of Get Oil Out 
(GOO). Also asking for a delay have 
been U.S. Senator Alan Cranston, 
Congressman 
Robert 
Lagomarsmo, 
S tate Sen. O m er Rains and As­ 
semblyman Gary Hart, all representing 
this area. 
“ A 30-to 60-day delay is self-evident 
and absolutely essential.” Reynolds told 
the board He said the report was a "- 
bureaucratic absurdity” in the findings 
it made and the fact the government had 
failed to consult with the county - which 
would receive a monumental impact 
from an all-out drilling plan - before 
releasing the report. 
“Now taxpayer funds must be spent 


here to evaluate a report which has not 
even considered consolidation of any new 
onshore facilities.” declared Reynolds. 
He termed the report as having “ very lit­ 
tle depth of analysis of potential 
onshore impact.. .and skimmed over air 
and water quality degradation matters 
“ This is the whole ball gam e.” 
declared Reynolds. “This is what is fac­ 
ing Santa Barbara and its environs for 
the next 30 to 50 years.” 
Reynolds said it was the “height of ab­ 
surdity” for the government to submit a 
1,306 page environmental impact report 
on such a tremendous undertaking with­ 
out consulting the county and then allow 
the county only three weeks to evaluate

Supervisors vote 
for consolidation 
of S.B. Hospital

County reporter 
County supervisors have 
decided to go ahead with a con­ 
solidation plan for the Santa 
Barbara General Hospital in 
Goleta Valley even though the 
low bid for the work was 
$1.289,793, or more than $292,000 
over the estimate by engineers. 
Over the protest of Super­ 
visor Harrell Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, the board then voted to 
adjust other proposed projects 
in the 1975-76 fiscal year in­ 
cluding several in Fletcher’s 
Fifth District, to finance the 
deficit in the hospital job 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson told the board 
the consolidation plan was vital 
to the "future of the hospital." 
He explained it would not only 
save staffing (some 10 posi­ 
tions. $100,000 a year in salaries 
and benefits) but would also im­ 
prove levels of service, and br­ 
ing "increased county claims 
under Medi-Cal and Medicare 
programs." 
But Fletcher, while angered 
at the adjustments of capital 
improvements in his area, also 
contended that the hospital 
"has been losing money and the 
census still keeps going down... 
I’d hate to see more money like 
this put into it and see it closed 
down." 
Board chairman Francis 
Beattie, however, defended the 
hospital project. He said the 
board had taken the first step in 


rejuvenating the institution 
several years ago with a new 
surgery unit. "This is the next 
big step." he declared. 
The board by the 4-1 vote ap­ 
proved the low bid of J.W 
Bailey Construction Co., Santa 
Barbara, of $1,289,793 
Assistant Public Works direc­ 
tor Paul E Price submitted the 
recommendation to adjust 
other project expenditures in 
the coming year to allow for the 
hospital project to be financed 
The adjustments approved 
were; Foster Rd. Access Road. 
$100.000; design north county 
service building, using staff 
architect, $25,000; sheriff s 
criminalistics building, $20,000, 
by using work furlough struc­ 
tures; and elimination of 
change orders account. 
$150.000. relaying on any ap­ 
propriation needed out of con­ 
tingency. 
Price said his recommenda­ 
tion to adjust the Foster Rd. 
Access Rd. project downward 
was because the Santa Maria 
Airnort District reportedly 
does not have funding available 
to proceed in the coming fiscal 
year. 
Price Said he felt the north 
county service building ‘wasn t 
being abandoned" by the 
•duc- 
tion. and Beattie said he felt is 
should have the "highest sort of 
priority" as it involved ex­ 
panded quarters for the 
agricultural commissioner’s of­ 
fices.

WASHINGTON (UPI» - ’ Mere recitations of 
sex hangups ... are of no value to tax 
administration," the Internal Revenue Service 
has decided. 
In a report made public Monday night, the IRS 
confirmed news accounts of how it once 
maintained computerized files of personal 
information about selected taxpayers, including 
gossip about sex and drinking habits 
The IRS report conceded the intelligence 
system had “ major" defects and said it was 
suspended Jan. 23 after less than two years in 
operation. 
The report summarized an internal IRS 
investigation launched about the same time the 
system was abandoned after investigative 
reporters in Miami published stories about IRS 
snooping activities. 
It was released by Rep A1 Ullman, D-Ore., 
chairman of the Congressional Joint Committee 
on Internal Revenue Taxation 


The bulky report, ponderously written and at 
times contradictory, concentrated primarily on 
IRS intelligence-gathering activities in the 
Jacksonville, Fla., area and its investigations of 
possible tax cheaters in the Miami area under 
the code name “ Operation Leprechaun.” 
The report said Operation Leprechaun was 


only one facet of its investigative system. 


It said many of the targets were prominent 
citizens, including unnamed politicians and 
judges, identified to the IRS by Justice 
Department officials who believed “ Miami was 
a watering hole for racketeers as well as a 
spawning ground for local corruption." 
The report said nearly one-quarter of the data 
fed into the computer on the Miami-area targets 
dealt with their sex lives and drinking habits — 
information it defended as sometimes useful in 
establishing income levels. 
“ However, mere recitations of sex hangups or 
social 
activities 
unrelated 
to 
financial 
transactions 
are 
of 
no 
value 
to 
tax 
administration," the report said. 
The report said the IRS began testing an 
Intelligence Gathering and Retrieval System in 
five of its districts in early 1972 and expanded it 
nationwide May 4,1973. 
It said the system was merely an index to 
show what information existed on various 
taxpayers and where it was located. It said the 
majority 
was 
gleaned 
from 
newspaper 
clippings. 
But, it said, controls over what was indexed 
were so lax that even the names of "former 
commissioners of IRS, senators and the IRS 
itself " were included merely because they were 
mentioned in passing in news stories about a 
prime subject. 
Winds delay atomic blast 


PAHUTE MESA, Nev (UPI) 
— Underground detonation of a 
megaton-class nuclear bomb 
was postponed today for 24 
hours because of high 30-mile- 
an-hour desert winds. 
The explosion, code named 
"Camembert,” was to be the 
third nuclear test in less than 
two months and the second in a 
week. 
Federal officials said the 
postponement 
was 
a 
precautionary measure in case 
of radiation vents whereby 
radioactive particles escape 
into the atmosphere. 
Officials warned that the 
blast, scheduled to be set off at 
6 a.m. PDT, could rock high 
rise buildings in Las Vegas, 120 
miles to the south. 
The nuclear explosive was 
buried 4,000 feet under the 


desert, deeper than the two 
preceding tests, indicating it 
was *n even more powerful 
bomb than the device detonated 
last week, the most powerful 
blast 
in 
two 
years. 
The 
explosion of a megaton class 
bomb 3,000 feet underground 
last 
Thursday 
rocked 
tall 
buildings in Las Vegas and 
registered on seismographs at 
.Cal Tech in Pasadena, Calif., 
as equal to an earthquake of 5.6 
on the Richter scale. 
A yield of a megaton equals 
the explosion of a million tons 
of TNT, or 50 of the early type 
atomic bombs that devastated 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki in 
World War II. 
The Energy Research and 
Development Administration, 
which took over the duties of 
the defunct Atomic Energy 


Commission, 
has confirmed 
that 
the 
sudden 
rash 
of 
megaton-class 
blasts 
was 
sparked by the likelihood they 
will be forbidden after next 
March 31. 
Congress is now considering 
ratification 
of 
treaty 
with 
Russia, 
already 
signed 
by 
former President Nixon and 
Soviet leaders, banning tests of 
bombs more potent than 150 
kilotons. A similar treaty has 
banned all but underground 
tests for the past 13 years. 
Officials said that no high 
powered explosions are being 
added to the test schedule 
because of the impending ban, 
but that the more powerful 
tests already planned are being 
given precedence over smaller 
explosions to get them in 
before the deadline. 
Soviets break own space 
mark; still short of ours 


MOSCOW (UPI» — Two cosmonauts broke 
the Soviet Union’s space endurance record 
today, but the new milestone was still far «short 
of the American record. 
The two-man Soyuz 18 crew —Lt. Col. Pyotr 
Klimuk and civilian Vitaly Sevastiyanov — 
surpassed the old Soviet record of 30 days, 13 
hours and 30 minutes in space at 7:28 a.m. 
Soviet television reports late Monday said the 
space team was in good condition, keeping fit 
with a punishing two hours of calisthenics a day. 
The 
reports 
said 
the cosmonauts 
had 
"completely 
adjusted" 
to 
their 
life 
of 
weightlessness, but gave no indication how long 
they would stay in the Salyut 4 space laboratory. 
Cosmonauts Alexei Gubarev and Georgi 
Grechko set the previous Soviet endurance re­ 
cord 
in 
February during 
the 
Soyuz 
17 
rendezvous with the three-room space station. 
Three American astronauts set the U.S. space 
endurance record last year with a marathon 84 
days aboard the orbiting Skylab station 
Western experts said they expect the two 
cosmonauts to nd their mission before the joint 
Soviet-American space flight begins July 15. 
Klimuk, 33. the pilot, and Sevastiyanov, 40, 


the engineer, blasted off May 24 from the Soviet

ATLANTA (U P I) - Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger said today he has received reports 
of a very high death toll among Cambodian 
citizens since that Southeast Asian nation fell 
under Communist control 
Kissinger told a news conference there also 
have been reports of fighting between the South 
Vietnamese and the Cambodians since the 
Communist takeover of both nations two months 
ago. 
He said such clashes were reported along the 
border between the two countries and and on 
offshore islands, including the one near which 
the American freighter Mayaguez was captured 
by the Cambodians a month ago. 
“ We do know that there has been a rather 
terrible toll of civilians that has been inflicted 
upon the Cambodian people" as a result of the 
Communist-ordered evacuation of the country s 
towns, Kissinger said "The death toll according 
to reports that we have is very great.” 
Kissinger’s news conference followed a 
speech Monday night in which he strongly 
warned Israel and Egypt they must both make 
concessions for a Middle East peace and an­ 
nounced in apparent reference to Turkey that 
“ no ally can pressure us by threat of 
termination" of joint agreements 
Asked at the news conference about his allies 
statement, Kissinger replied: “ It was intended 
as a general observation to our allies. It was not 


directed at any one ally Alliances have to be 
two-way streets " 
Kissinger also told the new conference; 
—He had "no hard evidence" to support 
reports of fighting inside Cambodia between 
Communist and right-wing forces.

—The administration has "not made any

cent and the choice of fewer 
models for the California car 
buyer by 1977, according to the 
president of General Motors. 


Elliot M. Estes, chief operat­ 
ing officer for the worlds 
largest 
car 
manufacturer, 
blamed regulations adopted by 
the Air Resources Board for 
1977 model cars which exceed 
federal requirements for the 
threatened reduction in fuel 
economy. 


Speaking 
Monday to the 
Comstock Club of Sacramento 
business executives, he said 
new General Motors cars sold 
in California which meet the 
state's 1975 regulations "get 
about 10 per cent fewer miles 
to a gallon of gas" than the 
same cars sold in other states. 


"In 1977 we estimate that 
cars in this state will lose an 
additional 10 to 20 per cent—for 
a total economy loss of between 
20 and 30 per cent compared to 
1975 models certified to meet 
federal standards," he said 


"Other manufacturers — fo­ 
reign and domestic—have said 


they also expect fuel economy 
losses of similar magnitude," 
he added 
For example, if a new car 
purchased this year gets 20 
miles to a gallon of gasoline, 
'the same model purchased in 
1977 could only be driven 13 
miles on the same amount of 
fuel. 
Estes said potential buyers in 
California will have 30 per cent 
fewer models to choose from 
because some combinations of 
engines, 
carburetors 
and 
transmissions produce emis­ 
sions which fail to meet state 
requirements.

with

Yogi 
Proud pop 
sends son 
off to work

NEW YORK (UPI * - There comes a 
time when every father feels he has to 
have one of those heart-to-heart talks 
with his son, and in the case of Papa 
Yogi Berra, what better tim e could 
there possibly be than right now0 
Dale Berra was having his breakfast. 
This would be his last one in the family 
kitchen at Montclair, N.J., before he d 
be off to seek 
fame, fortune and 
whatever else there was waiting for him 
out there in the cold, cold world. 
Eighteen-year-old Dale Berra was 
preparing to do the same thing his father 
did when he was 18. He was getting 
ready to leave home for the first tim e so 
he could play professional baseball with 
the Niagara Falls Pirates in the Class A 
New York-Penn League. 
His father, Yogi, 50-year-old manager 
of the New York Mets and a Hall of 
Fam er, watched his youngest son make 
a few tentative stabs at the eggs his 
mother. Carmen, had set in front of him. 
Dale Berra wasn t very hungry Friday 
morning. He was thinking about what 
lies ahead of him, about how much 
different playing pro ball would be from 
playing in high school where he had just 
finished hitting .520 
“This isn’t gonna be at all like what 
you’ve been used to in high school, ' 
Yogi told his youngest son. “ You only 
played once or twice a week there, but 
now you re gonna have to play every 
day. Don t press, don’t worry. Don’t get 
the red-neck if you go oh-for-four one 
day. You always have the next day to 
redeem yourself. Make sure you get 
your rest You can t play if you're tired. 
And if you need help, go to the manager. 
Don’t wait for him to come to you ” 
That was it. Yogi had finished his 
heart-to-heart talk with his son. 
Listening, Carmen Berra began to 
cry. 
“ How come you didn’t cry when I 
went away?’’ kidded another son, 23- 
year-old Timmy, getting ready himself 
to go to camp with the Baltimore Colts. 
A third Berra boy. Larry. 25, played 
two years in the Mets' organization and 
then was forced to quit because of knee 
surgery. 
Yogi Berra has some firm ideas about 
parents interfering with their children. 
He doesn't believe in it He never tried 
to persuade any of his three sons to 
pursue a professional career in sports, 
yet he's pleased all did. Especially Dale. 
“I only saw him play two games in 
high school, and I didn’t even let him 
know I was there,” said Yogi later at his 
desk in the M ets’ office “ He hit a home 
run in one of the games." 
■ When he found out you’d seen him, 
did he ask you how he looked0" a 
newsman asked Yogi. 
"Don’t they all?" he laughed “ He s 
all right, a good boy. One thing about 
him, he doesn't have a steady girl friend 
yet That s good ' 
The Pittsburgh Pirates made Dale 
Berra their first draft choice, paying 
him somewhere around 545.000 to sign 
with them Howie Haak. the P irates’ 
head scout who has discovered so many 
of their stars, and Gene Baker, another 
of their scouts, both call Berra the best 
high school player in the country .” He is 
bigger than his father, standing six feet 
even and weighing 175 A righthanded 
hitter, he plays third base and runs 
well enough so that there were some 
questions why the Mets hadn't drafted 
him instead of the Pirates 
“We liked him very much and Yogi 
understood we did. but when it came our 
turn, we had to go for the player our 
scouts felt had the most ability,” 
explains Mets 
general manager Joe 
McDonald 
That player was Butch 
Benton, a catcher from Tallahassee, 
Florida We had Dale in our top 24 We 
didn’t have Nolan Ryan that high. Ryan 
was picked 290th in the draft 
That 
means 289 players in the country were 
considered 
better 
than 
he 
was. 
Sometimes you’re right; 
sometimes 
you’re 
wrong 
The 
percentage 
of 
draftees who make it to the big leagues 
is less than 50 per cent. " 
Yogi Berra recalls he had two hits in 
his 
first 
professional 
contest 
with 
Norfolk of the Piedmont League, but 
that he personally lost the ball game 
Unaccustomed to catching under the 
lights because he had always played the 
outfield, he let a pop-up fall between him 
and the pitcher in the ninth inning and 
two runs scored 


the four grand slam tournaments, finished the 
Open at 289 in a tie for fourth place 
Graham has been playing professional golf 
since 1962 and he had an important advantage 
over Mahaffey —he had been in two playoffs to 
none for the 27- year-old Houston pro. 
The lesson, he said, he learned from winning 
one playoff and losing the other was that the other 
players “ aren’t going to give it to me 
So. when 
he stepped out on the first tee, “ 1 knew John was 
not going to give it to me I knew I was going to 
have to get it I knew 1 had to go out there 
thinking sm art and not making m istakes,’’ 
Graham, a slender six-footer, never trailed He 
took a one stroke lead when Mahaffey missed a 
short putt on the par three, 187 yard second hole, 
was even when he missed a 10 foot putt for a 
bogey on the third hole and then took a two stroke 
lead with birdies on the fourth and fifth holes. 
At the turn, Graham still had his two stroke 
lead. On the 452 yard, par-four 16th, Mahaffey 
missed a six foot putt by an inch and took a bogey, 
moving Graham three strokes ahead 
That should have done it, but as a national 


television audience watched, Graham punched 
his three iron shot just over the green on the 220 
yard, par-three 17th hole while Mahaffey landed 
on the green. It took three putts for Graham to 
get down and Mahaffey just missed a birdie but 
settled for a par, cutting a stroke from Graham s 
lead 
On the 18th, G raham 's two iron drive hooked 
left, into the crowd and stopped in the trees on the 
left hand side of the fairway. A television 
commentator said the ball hit a spectator and 
that kept it from going out of bounds 
Graham heard what the commentator said and 
it had a profound effect on him 
“ When I heard it had hit a spectator, I .aid to 
myself, Well, this tournament must belong to 
LouG raham .” ’ 
P. J. Boatright, the USGA executive secretary, 
later said the ball didn't hit anyone, but no 
m atter, Graham and Mahaffey, then vainly 
looking for a break, both thought it did 
“ I hit a four iron, a punch shot," Graham said.

and Richard K Jacoby 


There was criticism 
in February that the 
document dealt only 
with 
personnel 
in 
respect 
to 
employ­ 
ment 
and 
that 
it 
should have covered a 
lot of other topics As­ 
sistant 
Supt 
Alice 
Milligan said at the 
tim e 
that 
other 
segm ents 
of 
the 
district’s compliance 
with 
various 
state 
dictates 
and 
laws 
would be embodied in 
subsequent 
docu­ 
ments. 


Basically, the 
Affirmative Action 
Program spells out this concept It is 
the policy of the Board of Trustees to 1 ) 
provide all applicants for employment 
in this district with equal opportunities, 
and 2) provide present employes with 
training, compensation, promotion, and 
all 
other 
aspects 
of 
employment, 
without regard to race, creed, color, 
national origin, handicap, sex or age 
with exceptions as stated in this plan 


In the words of the document, 
An 
affirmative action program is defined in 
federal guidelines as a set of result- 
oriented 
procedures 
to 
which 
an 
employer commits himself to apply 
every good-faith effort 


In recruitment (of employes) the 
district shall Prepare vacancy notices; 
publicize certificated vacancies and 
classified examinations as widely as 
necessary 
to 
organized 
minority 
applications, 
local 
media, 
and 
to 
educational institutions and placement 
offices serving a high percentage of 
minority populations; announce position 
openings in such a manner as to bring 
them to the attention of minority 
employes and make clear that minority 
persons are eligible and encouraged to 
apply ” 


In screening, the district, shall; 
‘ Review 
the 
districts 
evaluation 
procedures 
to 
assure 
that 
every 
artificial 
and 
invalid 
barrier 
to 
employment is deleted.” 


And so on. 
The program, as mandated by the 
state, is based on legislation signed into 
law by the late President Lyndon 
Johnson in 1965 


Implementation of basic employment 
standards as set forth by federal law, 
was spelled out by the California State 
Department 
of 
Education: 
In 
a 
pronouncement in Title V, Chapter 4, the 
state 
said; 
“The 
State 
Board 
of 
Education finds and hereby declares 
that; a » In general, California school 
districts employ a disproportionately 
low number of racial and and ethnic

There are some interesting statistics 
accompanying the affirmative action 
document. 


For example, and at random, El 
Camino School with 25 3 per cent 
Spanish surname students, in 1973, came 
as close as this district has come to 
being required to bus for racial balance. 
Still the school, with that ethnic factor, 
has a total of nearly 44 per cent minority 
students. 


Minority-wise, however, the district 
hasn’t done well. For example, 1974 
statistics show that of 72 substitute 
teachers, 21 are males; and 51 females; 
and a breakdown of those figures shows 
all 21 of the males were white, while 47 
of the females were white, two were 
black and two were Asian Americans. 


The disparity, speaking of minorities 
and with the idea of equal opportunity in 
mmd, is equally great in terms of 
classified employes 
Among clerks, 
secretaries and related supervisory 
positions, only 2.10 per cent was male 
and 97 90 per cent female A breakdown 
of those figures shows .10 per cent of 
those category employes were Spanish- 
American, and the rest were white.

The doubts are over the long future 
They derive from two principal sources, 
the first being the failure of Secretary 
Kissinger's shuttle diplomacy which left 
an aftermath of disappointment and 
disillusion. Kissinger is accused in some 
quarters of conducting a six-week 
campaign, following the March 21 
breakdown, to put the blame for the 
failure on Israel. 


More than the failure itself was the 
revelation of how limited are the options 
for peace. Israel had hoped for a three- 
year interim agreement with Egypt, and 
this is still the hope, putting United 
Nations peace-keeping forces on the 
borders to insure the truce as Israel 
made territorial concessions in return 
for 
an 
Egyptian 
pledge 
of 


year. 
The second, and far more important, 
source of doubt is the radical change 
taking place in the Arab world At least 
three Arab states have indicated a 
willingness to make peace with Israel. 
While the Israelis may discount this as 
mere propaganda, it is nevertheless a 
radical 
break 
with 
the 
past; 
conditioned, of course, on 
Israel’s 
willingness to pull back within the 
borders that existed before the 1967 war. 
At the same time, on the surface at 
least, 
Arab 
unity 
is 
growing. 
In 
neighboring Jordan, King Hussein and 
President 
Assad 
of 
Syria 
are 
coordinating their defenses and seeking 
to nullify the threat of violence from the 
Palestinian Liberation Organization. 
The 
Israelis note nervously that 
Jordanian tanks have moved down the 
border of the west bank, the territory 
taken after the '67 war 
There is also the oil weapon which is a 
two-edged sword. Egypt, which has 
little or no oil, gets hundreds of 
millions of dollars from Saudi Arabia 
and other oil-rich states. At the same 
time, 
these 
petrodollars 
are 
an 
instrument for the boycott of firms that 
deal with Israel and, in the event of still 
another war, a second oil embargo 
would play havoc with the economies of 
Western Europe and Japan. 


Western businessmen are flocking to 
Cairo and other Arab capitals in search 
of contracts. They say they are finding a 
new realism in their Arab counterparts. 
Prominent are the arms merchants, 
notably the French, who are filling their 
order books with orders for the most 
complex weaponry. 


In the wake of the Yom Kippur war of 
October, 1973, the hideous cost of the 
current no-war, no-peace, 
is being 
driven 
home. 
Dr 
Eliezer 
Shefer, 
executive director of the Bank of Israel, 
the state-owned central bank, puts the 
rate of inflation of 1974 at more than 70 
per cent, the highest in the world. This 
was due partly to a devaluation of the 
Israeli pound. 
Subsidies were withdrawn or reduced 
from 14 commodoties vital to the cost of 
living. Sugar, for example, went from 16 
cents to $1 dollar a pound. These drastic 
increases sent housewives into the 
streets to protest. 
The real killer is the 30 per cent of 
Israel’s Gross National Product that 
goes into the military, again the highest 
in the world. A comparable figure for 
the United States would be 8 to 9 per 
cent, for Western Europe, 2 per cent. 
Syria, with a GNP one-third that of 
Israel’s, 
cannot 
maintain 
a living 
standard far below Israel’s without 
continuing subsidies from the Soviet 
Union. 
But that is cold comfort. In 1974, 48 
per cent of Israel’s total government 
expenditures went to the military. And 
this must be measured against the 
solemn 
warning 
from 
Jerusalem’s 
dynamic mayor Teddy Kolleck that 
funds must be found for housing, 
education and other services if there is 
not to be a major explosion. 
With taxes also the highest in the 
world, although the Knesset is putting 
through a reform that will mean 
reductions with greater incentives for 
wage earners, the order of the day is a 
stiff upper lip. “So often before,” the 
Israelis will tell you, "we have stared 
down the impossible and we will do it 
again.”

Oil in the 
channel 


Oil and its development cannot be considered anything 
less than of vital interest to anyone living in and loving 
Santa Barbara County for all that it is and hopefully will 
remain. 
Following the 1969 oil spill, Santa Barbara city and 
county came to the fore as indicators as to what could be 
expected from the environmental movement as it relates 
to coastline areas of the United States, and especially 
those coastline areas off which oil drilling and exploration 
was taking place. Action taken at both the city and county 
level became definitive in many ways of what was to 
become expected of oil companies and their subsidiaries in 
state and federal government as well. 
The channel, until this year, has been protected from 
further development of offshore oil by a moratorium. In 
May, county voters by a slim margin, ratified the desires 
of Exxon Corporation to build an on-shore processing 
facility to operate in conjunction with an already 
federally-approved offshore facility. Many saw that Exxon 
win as the beginning of the end for all that was good about 
Santa Barbara Channel and its marine and beach 
environment. Many others, the Record ’included, viewed 
the Exxon development as of limited value, but still of 
relatively more value than were the arguments against the 
processing plant being built. 
Last week, we were informed that a 1,306-page draft 
Environmental Impact Statement on the possibility of an 
all-out federal oil-lease program and the effect such a 
program would have on the channel environment has been 
submitted to the county environmental coordinator, Albert 
Reynolds. 
Compiled by the Department of the Interior, the three- 
volume report suggests the possibility of from 10 to 21 
additional oil-drilling platforms in the south coast area, 
with up to 520 additional oil wells being the result. Public 
hearings on the matter are scheduled in Santa Barbara 
from July 14 to 16. You might notice the public hearings 
are being held after the environmental statement has been 
submitted. And to further complicate the matter, the 
county was not asked to contribute to the report, nor were 
the county’s environmental experts given enough time to 
properly digest all the information contained in the 
Interior Department’s tome. 
The county and its residents may be faced with massive 
expansion of oil-related facilities on the south coast, and 
where one plant was marginal, many more would surely 
be intolerable. Have we, as the Stop Exxon Here 
Committee suggested, been played for suckers? Even in 
May, Exxon’s opponents were saying Arco and Burmah Oil 
companies had plan in the offing for either new or 
expanded development on the south coast, and were only 
waiting to see how Exxon fared at the polls. Apparently 
they were right. 
We can see the makings of a real rip-off here, 
perpetrated on the county and its well-intentioned 
residents by both the federal government and by the oil 
companies, many of whom we are sure took the Exxon win 
as a green light for county oil development. We hope it is 
not the intention of the county supervisors, or anyone else 
in our county's government, to permit the intentions of the 
Department of the Interior in this matter to go 
unchallenged.
